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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicants arguments regarding claim 31 are not found persasive. 

The limitation of claim 31 at issue is "means for minimizing an effect of a change in a width of the gap". Applicant has invoked 35 USC 
1 1 2, sixth paragraph for construing this limitation, which based on the Specification at page 1 1 , means the AC voltage is adjusted based 
on humiditiy because the humidity changes the gap. 

Claim 31 was rejected Fujino in view of Kisu. Fujino does not disclose a gap, but does disclose adjusting the AC voltage based on 
humidity. Kisu discloses a gap and provides motivation for including a gap in the apparatus of Fujino. See Office Action, 1 June 2005, p. 3. 
When the apparatus of Fujino is modified to include a gap, the gap would inherently change based on the humidity because of the 
material properties of the charging roller. 

Since Fujino detects this humidity and adjusts the AC voltage accordingly, the combination of Fujino and Kisu would include a means for 
minimizing an effect of a change in a width of the gap.
